SOAPBOX 
Colorado QSO Party 2009 


Re: An entry sent in by Steve Schroder, 
KIOKY. Steve, Bill Bear KCOQXX and 
myself (AAOJD) drove to southwestern 
Colorado, high up in dense forest, to the 
intersection of 4 counties, Montezuma, 
La Plata, San Juan and Dolores. The site 
was about 10,700' elevation, on a ridge 


covered in trees. Witness trees from 
1889 were still there! Our operation was 
portable with a tent, 100 watt rig, 
generator, battery, dipole and delta loop 
antennas. The dipole was pulled up first 
and we were on the air on 80 meters by 
10:30 am. However, the band was dead 
and we changed to 40 meters and 
worked a handful of SSB QSOs. Next we 
pulled up the delta loop and changed to 
20 meter SSB and found 20 a little more 
active. 


Before the contest we were disappointed 
to learn that we couldn't give out 4 
counties at once. We had identified only 
3 other places in Colorado where four 
counties come together. Anyway, we 
gave out 2 counties at a time and told 
stations to keep checking on us and that 
we would give out the 2 other counties 
later, which we did. 


Propagation was poor and this was not 
unexpected. We kept listening for 
distant stations coming back to Colorado 
stations and seldom heard any. This was 
kind of a repeat of last year — no 
sunspots. It was slow going on 20m 
phone, so after a while Steve moved to 
PSK-31 and more contacts were logged. 


By about 6:30 pm 20 meters was dead, 
so it was either pull up the dipole again 
and move to 40 meters or tear down. 
We tore down, realizing that it was still a 
4 or 5 hour drive to get home. Bill 
KCOQXX worked quite a few stations HF 
mobile on 80 meters on the trip back 
home making us wish we could have 
stayed later on the site working 80m in 
the evening hours. 


Quite a number of us from the Montrose 
Amateur Radio Club participate and we 
look forward to the contest every year. 
We try to spread out and activate as 
many counties as possible. There is 


much to be said about working from a 
site closer to home so that arrival could 
be earlier and departure later so the 
many stations on 80m could be worked.

Dear Organizers, 


I would like to first take this opportunity 
to thank you for sponsoring/hosting this 
event.

since I do not fully understand the 
scoring process, I would prefer you score 
them and let me know. 


I do have a few observations and 
comments that I would like to make: 


First, I was hoping that we could get a 
good definition of what this event is 
about. That is, the title is that of "party" 
but I'm wondering: is the event an effort 
to activate as many counties as possible 
with an eye to emergency 
communication?; Or is it a all-out contest 
where minimal information is all that is 
expected to be exchanged just to run up 
scores?; Just what is the intended 
purpose ofeach contact? 


Second, I noticed that this contest fell 
on a Labor Day weekend. In my case I 
felt a dilemma in either operating the 
contest or spending a precious 3-day 
weekend with my family. In my casel did 
both but only because we were not doing 
just one family activity. So, I would like 
to see the contest NOT be held on any 3- 
day weekends where traditionally 
families are trying to make the most of 
their time off together... 


Third, are we strictly adhering to MARC
